have the largest purchasing power. 
When Germany had secured twelve 
hundred million dollars in gold from 
France, she demoralized silver for the 
same reason as that which influenced 
England.

Every 
form of our money, except National 
Bank notes, has been boldly denounced 
by our treasury officials. If they had 
their way, we should be at the mercy of.

Earthquake Theories, New and Old. 

To the Hditor of the Times—BSte: 
Colonel W. W. Hollister is giving to the 
public what he calls a new theory of 


‘| earthquakes, and challenges acientists 


to gainsay it. Now, I am no scientist; 
but should like to call attention to the 
fact that his theory is not so new, by 
more than a century and a quarter, as 
he appears to think. 

In the edition of Chambers’s Ency- 


here | clopedia published in the year 1786, just 


one hundred years ago, under the head- 
ing of Earthquakes- theory ol, there 
is an article advocating the electric 
theory of earthquakes, as put forth by 
Dr. Stukeley, thirty-five years previous 
to that date. 

So nearly alike are the views taken 
by the Tearned Doctor to those of Col. 
Hollister that, were it not for the fact 
that the former happened to live a cen- 
tury and a halt before the latter, one 
might be tempted to believe that he had 
— his ideas from the gallant 
Colonel. 


The article is much too long to bur - 
once den your column, but beneath I will 


ve a few short extracts, which, if you 

ink it worth while to insert them, 
will prove the point. They are as fol- 
lows: (I italicise the parts most resem- 
bling the language used by Col. H.:) 

“The first person who advanced the 
notion that earthquakes were caused by 
electricity was Dr. Stukeley, on the oo- 
casion of those that happened in Eng- 
land in 1749 end 1750.“ le

the surface; he adds that the southern 


regions are more subject to earthquakes wit 


than the northern, on account of the 
greater warmih and dtyness of 
the air, which are qaalitied. so neces- 
sary to electricity.’"" Dr. Stukeley 
apprehends that nothing more is neces- 
sary to produce an earthquake than the 
approach of a non-electric cloud to any 
part of the earth when in a highly 
electrified stato. They are owing, 
not te any convulsion in the bowels of 
the earth, but to an uniform vibration 
along tls surface, occasioned by an 
electricanap.'’ * And again, ‘‘sev- 
eral circumstances have been remarked 
by other writers which confirm the 
theory that sapposes carthquakes to be 
electric phenomena. Signor Beccaria 
agrees with Dr. Stukeley, etc., etc.
